A petition of the Manufacturers’ Tariff Re- 
form League, signed by a great number and 
variety of maufacturing firms, prays the Dem- 
ocratic National Convention to embody in its 
platform two resolutions of the following pur- 
port; 

First—The abolition of all duties on raw materi 
als, in order that we may compete in home and for- 
eign markets with other manufacturing nations, not 
one of which taxes raw materials, 

Sécond—The adjustment of the tariff, so that 
manufactures approaching nearest the crude state 
will pay the lower rate, and manufactures that 
have further advanced, requiring more skill and 
labor, will pay the higher rate of duties. 


That. the protection of our present tariff and 
of a great many protectionists does not pro- 
tect, is a fact well known and painfully felt by 
large and varied manufacturing interests, as 
well as by other industries. The lumbermen 
of the Saginaw valley, for instance, 
find that protective discrimination 
against Canadian lumber does not en- 
able them to compete with Canada in 
supplying the Standard Oil Company with the 
200,000,000 feet of lumber required to box its 
exports of refined oils. As the tariff allows a 
drawback of duties on re-exported articles, the 
company has put up mills at Oswego and is 
making its boxes out of Canadian lumber, and 
the lumber tariff in this case actually amounts 
ta a discrimination against American lumber, 
and prevents its exportation to foreign mar- 
kets. In the same way most of our manu- 
factures are cut off from foreign markets and 
seriously injured by tariff schedules made and 
maintained in the interest of a few monopo- 
lists and favored combinations, In the name 
of protection the worst crimes are committed 
against American commerce and American la-
